In the February 25 issue ef The Hornet an editorial on 
this page entitied “Frats Cause Cheating” referred to a 
story in Humboldt State College's newspaper. the Lumber- 
jack, headlined “Less Cheating at Humboldt Than Otber 
Colleges, Says Psych Prof.” 

The editorial, in essence, asked that careful analyzation 
be made by Dr. Lawrence Marx’ pronouncements on fra- 
fernities. It also asked Marx te back up his statements with 
“facts.” 

In replying to The Hernet’s request, Marx said in the 
Lumberjack’s March 18 issue: “There is research to show 
that fraternity members are twice as likely te cheat, due to 
pressure for grades and group lovalty. However, we must 
look at all considerations. There are zrguments beth for 
and against fraternities.” 

Marx cited a sampling -deseribed by Charles T. Drake 
in the “Journal of Higher Education,” in which 36 per cent 
of fraternity members polled admitted cheating 2gainst 16 
per cent of non-fraternity members. The article appeared in 
volume 12 of that periodical (pages 418-20), according to 
the Lumberjack. 

A book. “Student Attitudes” by Katz and Alpert, pub- 
lished by Craftsman Press in 1931, covers the same subject 
more thoroughly. A survey ef educational magazines over 
a period of time will disclose “any number of articles damn- 
ing fraternities,” Marx said. 

“However, the tendency of fraternities to increase cheat- 
ing does not mean that the social organizations are neces- 
sarily bad.” 

The Lumberjack article said, “Far frem being the foe 
of fraternities as portrayed in the (Hornet) article, Dr. 
Marx has actually been responsible for the formation of 
some fraternities, While director of personnel at New Mex- 
ico Highlands University, he guided the foundation of the 
first social fraternities on the campus.” 

The Lumberjack concluded the article with (his state- 
ment from Marx: “If I had te vote om the presence of fra- 
ternities, | would rather like them because of the way they 
bring up social life and raise the general level of activity. 
There are a number of reasons why students de less cheat- 
ing at Humboldt and lack ef fraternities is only one of 
them.” 

There may be some conclusions to be drawn from the 
assistant professor of psychology’s repiy, but they seem to 
conflict.

Sacramento State's 32 clubs can make this year’s Stu- 
dent Loan Fund Drive the largest in its six-year history. 
Earlier in the week, however, only ten groups had signed 
up for activities during the week ef May 2 through May 6.

Under # plan being considered 
by officials of state college and 
State Military Department, se- 
lected students can particrpate 
in the weekend officer traming 
program conducted by the Cali- 
fornia Nationa!) Guard Officer 
Candidate school, 

College Credits Given 

College credits will be given 
for this training. The amount of 
credit hours to be granted ts 
currently being studied by the 
College Curriculum Coordination 
Committee, 

All men students are 
atiend a special assembly at 10 
am. on Tuesday, April 26, in 
Hoom 220 Douglass hall Major 
Genera! Roy A. Green of Sacra- 
mento. commanding general of 
the 49th Infantry tArgonaut) 
Division of the Californa Na- 
tional Guard, who founded the 
State Officer Candidate School 
im 1950. will address the assem- 
bly. Genera! Green will outiine 
the plan and the advantages it 
offers to both veterans amd non- 
veterans who are less than 26 
years of age, 

Vets Are Eligible 

According to Dr. Mayne, en- 
listed state college veterans of 
the Army, Air Force, Navy or 
Marines, who have not passed 
their 26th birthday and who 
have had at least one year of 
active Federal service would be 
eligible for the 1955-56 Officer 
Candidate School class provided 
they met other officer candidate 
schoo! admission requirements 

Men selected would be enlisted 
in the jocal National Guard unit 
of their chowe, either the 184th 
Infantry Regiment, 636th Field 
Artillery Battalion, 170th Anti- 
nwireraft Artillery Battahon or 
175th Ordnance Battalion. At the 
time of enlistment they would be 
officially enrolled in the officer 
candidate program and assigned 
to the ist candidate company lo- 
cated in Sacramento 

May Retain Grade 

Enlisted veterans facing addi- 
tional reserve military service 
who qualify for OCS could en- 
hist in the National Guard for a 
one year period, normally in the 
yrade they held at time of dis- 
charge. They would receive a 
day's pay, according to them 
ranks, for each scheduled Na- 
tional Guard drijl and full pay 
and allowances for the two weeks 
of summer fieid training. 

They would receive no pay for 
attending OCS assembles but 
would incur no expenses by ther 
attendance When graduated and 
federaliy recognized as second 
lieutenants, they could complete 
the remainder of their reserve 
service obligation as commis- 
sioned officers either in the Na- 
tional Guard or USAR. If re- 
called to active federal service 
in an emergency, they would 
have officer status. 

Drill, Field Pay 

Under the present law, stu- 
dents in the 17-18's year old 
grovp could enlist in the 184th 
Infantry, Sacramento, National 
Guard and receive dril) and field 
training pay while going to 
echool. As long as they main- 
tain satisfactory drill attendance 
with their Guard units, they 
would not be subject to the draft 
and would be sure of the chance 
© complete their education. Up- 
on reaching age 18% these men 
would be considered for a year

of pre-OCS training, the success- 
ful completion of which would 
qualify them for acceptance in 
the one year formal officer can- 
didate course. At this time they 
would be reassigned to the local 
National Guard unit of their 
choice, where they would serve 
as ‘cadet officers until commis- 
sioned. 
Exceptions Stated 

Men in the 18%-26 year old 
age group with no prior military 
service could participate in the 
same program, Benefits would 
be the same with one exception 

membership in the National 
Guard, even a commission as 4 
second lieutenant, does not ex- 
empt from the draft men in this 
age group who lack prior active 
military service 

However, if a student had 
completed the state OCS and was 
reclassified 1-A. he woulkl hold 
his Reserve of the Army com- 
mission while on active duty, 
Upon his release, he could com- 
plete his reserve service obli- 
gation as a commissioned officer. 

Deferments Not Affected 

Individual college draft de- 
ferments would not be affected 
by enlistment in the National 
Guard or enroliment in the OCS 
program. In the event a candi- 
date failed the OCS program and 
had valid reasons lor resigning 
from the National Guard, he 
would not become draft eligible 
unti! the expiration of his college 
draft deferment. 

Each afternoon, for three days 
following the special assembly on 
April 26, representatives of the 
California National Guard Offi- 
cer Candidate schoo) and local 
Guard units will be located in 
the college cafeteria, for the pur- 
pose of interviewing al) men who 
are interested in the officer 
training program.

Students Dig, Uncover 
Remains at Sutter s Fort 


Sutter's Fort, 28th and L 
Streets in Sacramento, has been 
invaded by the diggings cf ten 
Sacramento State College arch- 
aeology students. Holes are be- 
ing dug in the flower beds and 
lawns surrounding the fort for 
purposes of uncovering histori- 
cal remains that will help define 
the actual boundaries of the old 
fort. 

The group is working under 
the direction of Dr. Robert H. 
Reeve, professor of anthropology 
and English, and Dr. Brigham A 
Arnold, instructor of anthropol- 
ogy and geography. Carroll D. 
Hall, curator and monument su- 
pervisor of the fort, is assisting 
the two professors in the super- 
vision of the work.

Hal) explained the work is 
following out the policy of the 
state division of beaches and 
parks in trying to find out more 
about the many historical mon- 
uments maintained by the divi- 
sion. Similar work has been com- 
pleted recently at Fort Ross and 
the Sonoma Mission. 

He said most of the known in- 
formation about Sutter's Fort 
was obtained from documents - 
and drawings dating back to the 
days when the fort was in oper- 
ation under John Augustus Sut- 
ter, The curator explained that 
since much of this written evi- 
dence has been conflicting, it is 
feit that something should be 
done to try and discover more 
about the fort through archae- 
ologs. 

Although work has just begun 
on the project the students have 
uncovered a hard packed clay 
surface at one point which Reeve 
and Arnold believe might have 
been the floor of a room or shop 
within the old fort 

Arnold has said that so jittle 
has been uncovered it is impos- 
sible to arrive at any definite 
conclusion and more exploration 
will be necessary. The archae- 
ologisits agree that because the 
work is in its preliminary stages 
and it will be some time before 
anything conclusive is found 

State's science department is 
conducting another digging on 
the Roder property near River- 
side boulevard. This work will 
be carried on through the sum- 
mer, and an archaeology f.id 
course is now being planned for 
the college's summer = s¢ssion.
